Total Abstainers and Moderate 
Drinkers. 

If there were any doubt of the super- 
ior longevity of total ahfltainers from 
intoxicating liaaors over those who in 
dul);e only moderately in stimulants, that 
doubt would seem to he eliminated by 
the recent report of the United Kingdom 
Temperance and the General Provident 
Institution, two insurance companies of 
England which have for the last twenty- 
iflve vears classified their risks under the 
two beadinfii of total abetainersand mod 
erate drinkers. For a period running 
through twenty years it was found that, 
while the nnmoer of exp<>ctad daathi un- 
der tha actuaries' tablea of mortality 
would baTabaon 8,484, tbauotual deaths 
oftotol abitoiMn wara.oalyMOS. On 
thuotbarbaad. wkila oadar tha tablea 
of aspaoted daatba tbasa oompaniea 
would have paid losaas on tha lives of 
5,430 moderate drinkers, they were called 
upon to pay on tha liveo of 6,284 of that 
class. In other words, while the ratio of 
deaths among moderate drinkers was 97 
per cent, of the expected and average 
rate, the deaths among totul abstaiserB 
were only 69 per cent, of the average 
rate. This shows that the total absUin- 
ers have at least 25 per cent, greater 
chances of living tbnn the moderate 
tippler, and it also justifies these two
